Secretary Charlies Clark was unanimously 
rétlected.

‘Journal required all his time. G. A. Steb-

Refuses to Condemn Sulphur. 

A big fight in the convention and a proba- 
ble spilt. in the association was averted by 
the refusal of the Committee on Resolutions

Distilleries at Peoria to Start Up With- | © 

_ in Few Weeks in Three-Cornered- 
Fight for Trade. 


Peoria, Oct. 8.—[Special. whisky 
trust, with the Great Western, Atlas, and 
Monarch distilleries, the Clarke Bros., and 
Corning & Co., the latter two with independ- 
ent houses, are preparing for one of the hot- 
test fights for trade witnessed in distilling 
circles in réecenm years.

MR. BOUTELL On | 

The history and peculiarities of the na- 
tional debt are reviewed in an interesting 
article by Congressman Boutell in the cur- 
tent Forum. One of the curious episodes 
which he recalls is that of the first and only 
attempt to deal with an actual surplus: The 
episode i$ not one to contemplate with pride, 
but it is téld with a full appreciation of its 
picturesqueness and its lessons, — 

By ‘the year 1885 the original debt of the 
nation had been wiped out and a surplus 
had begun accumulating. At the beginning 
of 1887 the balance in the Treasury, after 
deducting a reserve fund of $5,000,000, was 
$37,468,000. By act of Congress this money 
was di pro rata among the Treasurien | 
of the twenty-six States and was to be re- 
paid on demand. These deposits were to be 
made in four installments, and three of 
them were peid, aggregating $28,000,000. 
The withdrawal] of so much money from the 
banks helped to bring on the financial crisis 
of 1887, and the fourth installment ever 
was 

The curtous ‘part of it is that the transac- 
tion remaine today in the same incomplete 
condition, The States never have refunded 
this money. The State Treasurets of Ar- 
kaneas and Virginia have tried to compel the 
national Treasury to pay the fourth insta!l- 
ment, and Mr. Boutell says he would not be 
surprised, in view of the growing sarplus, to 
see some Congressman make.a similar at- 
tempt, but the Supreme Court has decided 
that the law of 1887 is obsolete. He he- |) 
lieves, however, that the nationa) govern- 
ment would have the right to demand the 
$28,000,000 from the States. This money 
etill a among the “unavailable | 
funds’ in every report of the Treasurer of 
the Uni States. The moral drawn by

without a debt. The present net debt, in- 
clading greenbacks, reaches a total of | 
$1,100,000,000, or $14 per capita. Mr. Bov- 
tell estinjates that at the present rate of re- 
. duction the interest-bearing debt in 1908 
will not exceed $600,000,000, and probably 
will consist of $109/000,000 of the 4 per cent 
bonds of 1928 and $500,000,000 of the 2 per 
cents of 1980. If the sinking fund is kept /- 
up fully we may look for the extinction of | 
the national debt as early as 1920. Appar- 
- | ently the time is not far distant when there 
will no longer be enough bonds to meet the 
necessities of the banks. ‘Mr, Boutell says 
that in a few years it may be necessary to 
find some other basis for the banking sys- 
tem, but this will be a small matter com- 
pared with the honor and power that spring 
from a sound public credit. 3

A few months hence Queen Christine of 
Spain will in the same way be called upon to

But with, September came the brief 
word that Mrs. Langtry had changed her 
mind, and was not coming to America. This 
threw me out of an engagement, after all 
other openings of any worth had been filled. 
I felt pretty blue. 

“Just here luck, which, I claim, plays a 
good sharein an actor’s advancement, 
stepped into my front dooryard. Maurice 
Barrymore had been acting during the sum- 
mer with the Stockwell company in San 
Francisco, but he was wanted to create the 
lead in ‘The Heart of Maryland.’ So he 
came Kast and J went West to take his piace. 
But after all the long journey I only remained 
in California two weeks. Georgia Cayvan 
was going to star, and the post of leading 
man was offered me. I lost Httle time in 
getting back to New York, only to be met 
there with a crushing blow. Miss Cayvan 
had been taken to a sahitarium and her tour 
abandoned. Here were two knockouts for 
me in as many months. _ 

*““I went to Charles Frohman. ‘ Yes, I can 
Place you,’ he gaid, ‘ but not until next sea- 
son.’ But meantime I had to live. . Then 
Mr. Daly sent for me. We finally came to 
terms. Of course, I was eager to get the 
opening at his theater, but, equally of course, 
I did not care to let him know it. Frank 
Worthing was leading man, and I was en- 
gaged to do anything that came along. 

‘For awhile nothing came. At last, how- 
ever, Mr. Daly had a part that he must have 
regarded as suited to my personality, and 
he cast me for Bruno von Neéuhof in the 
‘ Countess Glucki.’. Worthing was not inthe 
bill. How Mr. Daly worked over me at re- 
hearsals—literally wotked!

His idea was to have Worthing and 
myself, or any two men, casting us as he saw 
fit. * Glucki’ ran out the season, and then 
we went on tour.

I 
told him I was willing to quit the company 
if he so desired, but as long as I was with 
him and could play the parts I wanted them. 
Worthing, in the meantime, had resigned and 
gone with Maxine Elliott. In the light af-

We used to the most tremendous 
arguments over the thing. Sometimes I did 
all the talking, however, for I have gone 
into Mr. Daly's office to have my say, and 
have said it with him keeping his hands ove 
his @ars all the time.
